WALKED OUT UPON AN IRON BEAM 


J. F. Greek, a Machinlet of El Paco, 
Texas, Committed Suicide in 
Chicago In a Truly Sen- 
eatipnal Manner. 


Chicago, Dec. 13.—J. F. Greek, a 
machinist of El Paso, Texas, divested 
himself of his clothing on the nine­ 
teenth floor of the Masonic Temple 
yesterday, walked out onto an iron 
beam, puffed nonchalantly at a ci­ 
garette for a few minutes, and then 
hurled his nude body 270 feet to the 
Btone floor of the rotunda. 
He fell on a cigar case, smashing 
it to pieces, and, one leg striking 
Harry Evans, of Bay City, Mich., who 
was purchasing cigars, broke the lat- 
ter’s arm and struck him to the floor, 
internally injured. 
He probably will

Strange Projectile Used In New Gor­ 
man Siege bun—Ald In Proper 
Direction . cf Flight. 


Berlin.—Some 
interesting, experi­ 
ments have recently been carried out 
by the German military authorities at 
Doberitz with a new type’ of siege 
gun constructed by the Knippa. 
Ac­ 
cording to present “siege technique," 
the artillery of an attacking army 
bas to cease bombarding the enemy's 
Intrenchments as .soon aa the storm­ 
ing infantry gets to close quarters, 
otherwise the stormers are likely to 
be shot down by their own guns from 
the rear. 
The new gun has been 
devised to overcome this difficulty. 
It has an extremely narrow, un­ 
ruled bore, and is of very light con­ 
struction, easily capable of being car 
ried by two men, and is intended to 
be carried in the front lines of. the 
advancing infantry. 
Its 
most 
re­ 
markable feature 
is 
its projectile, 
which consists of a round bomb of 
great diameter loaded with a very 
powerful explosive mixture. The bomb 
is. of far greater diameter than the 
bore of the gun which throws it, and 
la provided with a long sttck-Uke tail 
which la loaded into tbs barrel of 
the gun, its lower end, which Is en* 
larged to a w§d or pistol-like form, 
resting on the gun-charge at the bot­ 
tom of’ the barrel. 
The bomb itself 
merely lies on the gun muss!# quite 
outside the bore itself. 
On being fired, th e ‘trailing stick- 
like tail serves to keep the bomb in 
its proper direction of flight, , end only 
detaches itself 
and 
falls to earth 
after a certain distance has been .cov­ 
ered, leaving the bomb to pursue its 
course alone. 
The experiments have 
shown that A reasonable precision can 
be obtained with the new . mi|M|lje up 
to a distance of 300 to 400 yards, and 
a bomb, which, owing to its large con­ 
tent capacity, is capable of great do 
•traction, serves not only to prevent 
the defenders emerging 
from their 
cover, but also to make great breaches 
in their intrenchments 
or fortifies 
tions.
